DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art fails to disclose or to render obvious a aromatherapy device 
having a bullet-shaped jet device that includes a jet with a jet cap, the jet formed to have 
a capillary break on the circumferential surface of the jet at its top position between itself 
and the underside of the jet cap, with a vertical slot formed along the side of the jet's 
surface for the purpose of having a formed rod positioning on the slot as a member that 
initiates ands terminates the capillary action at the break point, and a cavity running 
from top to bottom in the main jet.
